No three states should ever he allow­ 
ed to control that court; and certainly that t r e m e n ­ 
dous power can never he safely confided to three 
states located in one corner of the union. 
That 
while it is not a geographical proposition, yet it of­ 
ten happens that the court must decide questions of 
great moment; and it is vitally important that one 
small section of the union shall not have such a 
preponderance »u that court «v* to insure the su­ 
premacy of its local or peculiir views. 
That this 
Iinion is composed of sovereign states, and, in the 
distribution of in great (dlfce\ a decent regard lor 
their equality should be observed. 
Tbe Northeast controls the magazines of Ameri­ 
ca. 
They mould the public sentiment or the coun­ 
try. 
The East controls the political power of tin* 
nation by virtue of its dense population. 
That 
control largely determined the time and duration 
of the Civil war. 
Sectional pr*«*r may become a 
public menace,

SELECTING MEN TO LEAD. The time has 
come for sincerity of men who offer as candidates 
for office. The people do not forget promises a* 
they once did, nor do they accept everything can­ 
didates state as fact. 
There was a time when people who lived on 
farms were more reluctant, more careless and more 
lethargic with reference to their duties and respon­ 
sibilities than they are today. 
Most farmers arc 
posted on issues in politics and recognize the needs 
of their country. 
In selecting men to represent us in the state and 
national affairs, we should look for character, abil­ 
ity, honesty and sincerity. 
And candidates should 
not expect support if their private lives as citizens 
have not shown their qualifications for the oftic«* 
they seek. 
In voting fpr candidates we are like the farmer 
who seeks a tree for board timber. 
One tree is 
'“ twisting,” another has objectionable “ knots,” an 
other branches too near the ground; another is 
“ brash,” still another is “ doughty.” In fact, only 
one out of a hundred perhaps is suitable for boards 
that will make a good roof. 
Now there is no bitterness or hatred shown in 
rejecting the trees that will not make boards. 
The 
straight tree, tall with tough fiber, is the tree the 
woodsman is seeking. 
When he finds it he cuts it 
down, saws the blocks and rives the boards. 
The 
other trees are left to grow and thrive in the forest. 
The men selected should be capable and then 
efficiency should be required. People cannot afford 
to make a mistake and suffer the grave consequen 
ces.

8PRAY8 FOR PEACHES AND 
PLUMS. 


Curculio. 
The plum or peaeh curculio is 
an insect often mistaken for the 
boll weevil. They feed on the foli­ 
age and blossoms at first, and lat­ 
er the female cuts a semi-circular 
opening in the skin of the newly

This may be 
combined with the arsenate of lead 
as a combination spray for both 
Curculio and Brown lint. 
Spray 
again about toil days later with 
self boiled lime sulphur alone. 


Formula for Self Boiled Lime. 
8 lbs. pure unslacked lime. 
8 lbs, powdered sulphur. 
50 gallons of water. 
Mix the sulphur with enough 
water to form a paste. Place the 
lime in a kettle and cover with 4 
or 6 gallons of hot water and add 
the* sulphur 
immediately. 
Stir 
vigorously for a minute and cover 
tin* kettle or barrel with a heavy 
bagging. 
Allow the 
mixture to 
boil ten minute* adding more wat­ 
er if necessary to prevent burning. 
At the end of ten minutes add en­ 
ough cold water to make 50 gal­ 
lons of the mixture. Strain thru a 
fim* screen working tin* sulphur 
thru (he screen and apply at once. 
Peach Scab. 
This is a fungus disease often 
causing a black velvety patch to 
appear on one side of the peach or 
it may develop as many small eir 
cular patches frequently called 
“ freckles.” If severe it may cause 
the fruit to dwarf in size and some­ 
times crack open, thereby expos­ 
ing it to attacks of llrown Rot. 
Use same control measure as for 
Brown Rot. 
We are publishing tin* above af 
ter conference with Extension Hor 
ticulturist Lamhara of College S*a 
tion. We will follow next week 
with the proper sprays for apples 
and pears, later with the paper on 
Orchard Cultivation. Tin* insect 
ami the disease referred to above 
are the most prevalent in this sec 
tion, so far as the pcac’ and plum 
arc concerned.
